Washington, April 13 (/P) — 
Senator By rd (D-Va) said to­ 
day that by trimming $50,000,- 
000 from President Roosev elt’s 
relief requ est congress prov ed 
“that if we had ex ecu tiv e leader­ 
ship for economy , congress wou ld 
back it u p.” 
“Bu t withou t su ch leadership,” 
said By rd, long a critic of ad­ 
ministration spending policies, 
“it is apparent that no heav y re­ 
du ctions in federal ex penditu res 
can be made. 
“The situ ation today is that 
the relief cu t and redu ctions in 
other 
appropriation 
requ ests 
show congress is not willing to 
permit spending abov e the lev el 
already reached, bu t congress 
will not cu t that spending mu ch, 
if at all.” 
The $100,000,000 emergency re­ 
lief appropriation which congress 
v oted this week raised total re­ 
lief appropriations for the cu r­ 
rent fiscal y ear to $2,691,000,000. 
By rd pointed ou t to reporters 
that this su m is the largest 
granted for relief in one y ear. 
The largest prev iou s total, he 
said, was $2,527 ,000,000 in 1937 . 
Last fiscal y ear the amou nt was 
$1,996,000,000. 
“In the last y ear,” By rd said, 
“we’v e increased federal spend­ 
ing for all pu rposes by $2,000,- 
000,000. If we cou ld get back to 
the $7 ,000,000,000 lev el of a y ear 
ago, we wou ld still be far from 
a balanced bu dget, bu t we wou ld 
be mu ch better off financially 
than we are now.” 
Congress has completed action 
on only one annu al appropria­ 
tion bill — a $1,688,000,000 mea­ 
su re prov iding fu nds for 4 0 in­ 
dependent federal agencies. 
Last y ear the independent off­ 
ices bill au thorized $1,4 23,098,24 0. 
The two measu res are not en­ 
tirely comparable, howev er, as 
the one passed this session con­ 
tained v ariou s items not inclu d­ 
ed heretofore. 
Bu t some legislators said the 
difference between them illu s­ 
trates a statement generally ac­ 
cepted at the capítol — that v ery 
little money will be sav ed as a 
resu lt of the cu rrent economy 
driv e. 
Small sav ings hav e been effect­ 
ed in the session’s second defi­ 
ciency bill, which came before 
he senate today . The bu dget bu ­ 
reau recommended ex penditu res 
totaling $160,000,000. The hou se 
v oted a considerably lower fig­ 
u re, bu t the senate committee 
restored some items so that the 
t>ill totals $14 8,57 0,364 .

While senatorial interest cen­ 
tered on increased benefit pay ­ 
ments to farmers, officials said 
Secretary Wallace wou k l u rge 
appropriation of fu nds for su b­ 
sidies of ex ports. Wallace went 
ov er the situ ation with President 
Roosev elt y esterday . 
The chief ex ecu tiv e was de­ 
scribed as hav ing reached the

States mu st adopt a more ag­ 
gressiv e foreign

policy .

New Truck Tire Tax Law 
Will Be Taken To Court 


Indianapolis, April 13 
(JP) — At­ 
torney s for the Priv ate Tru ck 
Owners of Indiana, Inc., planned 
to file a su it in Marion cou nty 
su perior cou rt today challenging 
constitu tionality 
of 
Indiana’s 
tru ck tire tax law. 
Albert Stu mp, one of the a t­ 
torney s, said the complaint al- 
eges the law is discriminatory 
and “an u nlawfu l bu rden on in­ 
terstate commerce” becau se It 
establishes “an arbitrary amou nt 
charged for the priv ilege of en­ 
gaging in interstate commerce.” 
The 
plaintiff^— the 
Eav ey 
company and the H arris Produ ce 
company , both of Richmond, and 
Charles O. Su tton, Marion cou n­ 
ty farmer — seek a temporary re­ 
straining order and an inju nc- 
ion, Stu mp said. 
‘A recent decision of the Unit­ 
ed States Su preme Cou rt relat- 
ng to tax ation on transporta­ 
tion on pu blic highway s” ju sti­ 
fies the new action, he added. 
The Indiana Su preme Cou rt 
leld the law constitu tional in 
acting Febru ary 1 on two su its, 
one of which was brou ght by the 
priv ate tru ck , owners. 
Stu mp said the owner of a 
tru ck driv en only 15 miles a week 
on pu blic highway s has to pay 
the same tax , u nder the tire lev y 
sy stem, as does the owner of a 
;ru ck driv en 1,200 miles a week . 
He ex plained the complaint 
contends “the tax is not com­ 
mensu rate with the v alu e of the 
u se of the highway s and the 
wear and tear cau sed by su ch 
u se, bu t is an arbitrary amou nt 
charged for the priv ilege of en­ 
gaging in interstate commerce.” 
The law is “u nreasonable,” 
Stu mp maintained, “becau se it 
penalizes tru ck owners who equ ip 


their v ehicles with tires which 
aid in promoting safety .” 
The statu te lev ies a tax based 
on the size and nu mber of tires 
on a tru ck . The Jax increases 
as the size and nu mber of tires 
increase.

Po lish fo reign o ffice was repo rt­ 
ed to day to hav e instructed o f­ 
ficials o f the Po lish embassy and 
co nsular o ffices in Germany to 
send their families ho me. 
The repo rt was heard as Po l­ 
and apparently igno red German 
pressure to keep her o ut o f the 
“ anti-aggressio n” blo c o f Britain 
and France, and the entire War­ 
saw press published edito rials 
suppo rting Po land’s recently an­ 
no unced defense alliance with 
England. 
Officials to o k no public no tice 
o f a Nazi newspaper campaign 
which info rmed quarters here 
said was intended to “ intimi­ 
date” Po land and prev ent her 
fro m signing the pact. 
But, 
the 
pro -go v emment 
newspaper, Kurjer Po ranny , de­ 
clared that “ regarding ‘encircle­ 
ment’, Po land has much mo re to 
say than Germany , because Ger­ 
man tro o ps are co ncentrated all 
alo ng the Po lish fro ntier, fro m 
Slo v akia to Memel.” 
While declaring it was “ Po lish 
nature” alway s to meet attempts 
at co nciliatio n in a friendly way , 
“ threats will alway s be met here 
by increased resistance.” 
As a co unterblast to co ntinued 
pro paganda in German and Po l­ 
ish languages fro m the German 
Ostbund, an o rganisatio n dev o t­ 
ed to the interests o f Germans in

Lo ndo n, April 1 3 
(JP) — Great 
Britain and France pledged “ all 
the suppo rt in their po wer” to ­ 
day to Greece and Rumania if 
their independence were threat­ 
ened. 
The actio n, anno unced to the 
Ho use o f Co mmo ns in emergency 
sessio n by Prime Minister Cham­ 
berlain, widened the anti-ag­ 
gressio n fro nt started by the two 
po wers with a similar pledge to 
Po land after Germany abso rbed 
Memel. Chamberlain made it 
clear the ex tensio n was the se­ 
quel to Italy ’s Go o d Friday seiz­ 
ure o f Albania. 
Premier Daladier o f France 
made a similar statement in Par­ 
is and anno unced his natio n had 
reinfo rced its defenses “ to guar­ 
antee the fro ntiers o f France and 
its empire against any surprise.” 
Here is the prime minister’s 
statement regarding the pledge 
to Greece and Rumania: 
. . . They — the British go v ­ 
ernment—hav e co me to the co n­ 
clusio n that in the ev ent o f any 
actio n being taken that wo uld 
clearly threaten the independ­ 
ence o f Greece o r Rumania and 
which the Greek o r Rumanian 
« go v ernments respectiv ely co n­ 
sidered it necessary to resist 
with their natio nal fo rces, his 
majesty ’s go v ernment will feel 
so und at o nce to lend the Greek 
o r Rumanian go v ernments all 
.he suppo rt in their po wer.” 
This was almo st identical in 
anguage to the pledge made to 
Po land o n March 3 1 . 
The prime minister made it 
plain that Turkey was included 
ndirectly in the new guarantees, 
stating that the assurances to 
Greece and Rumania were be­ 
ing co mmunicated “ especially to 
Turkey , who se clo se relatio ns 
with the Greek go v ernment are 
well kno wn.” 
Chamberlain declared anti-ag­ 
gressio n co nsultatio ns with So ­ 
v iet 
Russia 
were 
co ntinuing 
when members o f the Ho use 
sho uted — 
“ What abo ut Russia!” 
The prime minister disclo sed 
new Italian 
assurances that 
Italian tro o ps, planes and pilo ts 
wo uld leav e Spain immediately 
after the Madrid v icto ry parade, 
no w set tentativ ely fo r May 2 . 
He 
gav e Premier Musso lini 
o ne mo re chance fo r friendship 
with Britain by declaring he 
lo o ked to the Italian go v ern­ 
ment fo r “ po litical ev idence” 
that it shared his desire fo r go o d 
relatio ns. 
The prime minister refused to 
deno unce the Anglo -Italian ac­ 
co rd o f 1 93 8 because o f Italy ’s 
co nquest o f Albania. 
But he made it plain that 
Britain felt Premier Musso lini 
had flo uted that pact and dis­ 
turbed the status quo in the 
Mediterranean. 
Chamberlain said Italy had 
to ld Lo ndo n that the future o f 
Albania “ depended o n the wishes 
o f the Albanian peo ple,” refer­ 
ring to what was described as an 
Albanian o ffer o f their cro wn to 
the king o f Italy . 
The prime minister o bserv ed 
that “ we await the answer o f the 
Italian go v ernment to this o ffer.” 
The ho use laughed. 
Chamberlain said: “ Once co n­ 
fidence has been abruptly shaken 
it is no t so easily re-etsablished.”

Man y qu estion s are bein g re­ 
ceiv ed from women in In dian a 
wan tin g to kn ow “How to Dry 
Clean Fu rs at Home.” 
Direction s for home dry clean ­ 
in g are qu ite simple. There is a 
v ery limited am ou n t of 
su ch 
work th a t can be don e in the av -> 
erag e family an d this also re­ 
du ces the process' to a rather 
simple m atter. Fu r treated with 
av erag e dry clean in g processes is 
redu ced in its lon g -time wear. 
The u su al solu tion s u sed in other 
methods ten d to make both the 
skin an d hair v ery brittle, du e to 
the fact th a t the n atu ral oils are 
remov ed. 
The most practical 
method 
th a t 
is 
g en erally 
kn own 
is 
COARSE salt, obtain ed from the 
g rocery store in bu lk, plu s an 
equ al qu an tity of HARDWOOD 
sawdu st, obtain ed from the saw­ 
mill. The qu an tity of this com­ 
bin ation shou ld be comparable 
to the bu lkin ess of the piece of 
fu r to be clean ed. Be su re to hav e 
ample for complete cov erag e of 
the article. 
Place these two in g redien ts in 
a larg e con tain er (dishpan or 
tu b) an d mix thorou g hly . Nex t 
lay g arm en t in an d with the 
han ds proceedin g rather g en tly 
so as n ot to wear the fu r too 
hard, mix the saw du st-salt com­ 
bin ation well in to the fu r, em ­ 
beddin g the small particles of 
the clean in g m ix tu re deep in to 
the pelt. If han dled easily an d 
carefu lly , the lin in g s n eed n ot 
be remov ed, bu t care shou ld be 
ex ercised n ot to 
produ ce 
too 
mu ch friction on the silk or oth­ 
erwise lin in g . In case the lin in g 
is badly soiled, it shou ld be re­ 
mov ed for dry clean in g the u su al 
way . 
After the m ix tu re has been 
well embedded in the fu r, cov er 
the en tire fu r piece completely 
with the mix tu re. Allow to stan d 
for sev eral hou rs. It m ig ht be 
well to ag ain mix an d work after 
this period. Remember th a t the 
salt in the presen ce of the a t­ 
mosphere creates moistu re. This 
plu s the friction of the sawdu st 
ten ds to remov e the dirt from 
each in div idu al hair. The g ar­ 
m en t will then be ready to be re­ 
mov ed from the con tain er. Shake 
well, bru sh an d comb thorou g hly 
with a firm bru sh an d a coarse- 
tooth comb u n til the particles of 
sawdu st an d salt are remov ed 
from the depths of the fibre.

MAUZY’S 
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A POTENT PRIMING 
With the aircraft manufacturing industry now 
showing an increase both in production and in 
orders for ships to be produced, under the stim­ 
ulus of increased resort to aviation civilly and 
militarily, it can happen that the plane will prove 
to be the key releasing the dammed-up invest­ 
m ent capital of the nation. 
The net sales of a g roup of twelve aircraft com­ 
panies in the United States for 1938 amounted 
to $166,000,000, an increase from $124,000,000 in 
1937, a g ain of 33.2 per cent. This is an impressive 
fig ure when contrasted with the business of many 
older industries during those two years. 
This increase in sales was not sporadic. It is 
continuing . This is shown by the fact that orders 
on hand in the same companies were at the year- 
end of 1938 $200,000,000 ag ainst $175,000,000 of 
the comparable date, 1937. 
It is known that most of the manufacturing 
units in this industry have been financing their 
expansions to date out of earning s, and not turn­ 
ing to the capital market for funds. 
But as business rolls in, and under the enor­ 
mous air prog rams now projected business will 
roll in, investment capital soon may be called to 
enter into the industry on a major scale, and 
overcoming its uncertainty about human flig ht’s 
future part in the world, respond with a will, and 
so produce in air-craft manufacture a real case 
of effectual pump-priming for the whole nation­ 
al industrial set-up.

NOT FOR A MINUTE 
No sooner had General Franco’s forces occu­ 
pied Madrid than British Gibraltar took alarm. 
The Franco-ites, it seems, immediately beg an 
throwing up of defenses along Gibraltar’s edg e 
in a very peculiar way. That is, are they intend­ 
ed for defensive purposes alone? Or do they con­ 
template an attempted g rab of this historic 
strong hold of John Bull? 
Here’s a fresh headache for the London g ov­ 
ernment in particular, but in g eneral for w hat­ 
ever else remains of the peace-loving world. If 


it forecasts a move by the new Spanish g overn­ 
ment to g ain possession of the famous rock at 
the western end of the Mediterranean it means 
trouble compared with which the just-ending war 
on the Iberian peninsula will seem like small po­ 
tatoes. If Franco really plans the capture of that 
little corner of Spain, it necessarily follows that 
he has Italy back of him, and Germany back of 
Italy. It starts the threatened all-around Euro­ 
pean war, in short. 
That Mussolini planned the early acq uisition of 
Gibraltar wasn’t anticipated. He wants it, of 
course, to g ive him complete control of the inland 
sea. Nevertheless, it wasn’t imag ined that he’d 
act so soon. Supposing that th at’s his scheme, 
it’s much as if some potentially hostile power 
were to beg in operations toward possession of the 
Panama Canal. Britain can not stand it for a 
minute — not even the threat. 


AN ACUTE PROBLEM 
California has come smack up ag ainst the fa^t 
that the state has too many people — mig rants 
making up the excess — and that the job is be­ 
yond the state. The national g overnment will 
have to step in and assist in a solution of a sad 
situation. 
All the proposed solutions look pretty v/eak. 
The only sure thing about any of them is that 
whatever is done will cost money. 
Three measures are proposed: 
(1) resettle­ 
ment of mig rants in areas in an effort to make 
them self-supporting . (2) return of mig rants to 
their native states with money assistance in re­ 
establishing themselves in their orig inal envi­ 
ronment, the transfer of course to be voluntary. 
(3) Resettlement of mig rants in areas where suit­ 
able industrial employment is most likely to be 
found. 
The truth of the m atter is that America is suf­ 
fering from a new ailm ent—: mal-distribution of 
population — and this acute situation in Califor­ 
nia means that g overnmentally something will 
have to be done about it. The coasts have too 
many people; the interior too few, even in nor­ 
mal times.

Washing to n—A few weeks ag o 
there was o nly remo te pro spect 
chat leg islatio n wo uld be passed 
permitting the state and feder­ 
al g o v ernments to tax each o th­ 
er’s bo nds.

Recently the supreme co urt 
leld that the state and federal 
o v ernments co uld tax each o th­ 
er’s salaries. A bill was pending 
in co ng ress autho rizing that very 
thing altho ug h so me do ubted it 
wo uld be co nstitutio nal in lig ht 
o f earlier co urt decisio ns. But 
when the suprenje co urt rev ersed 
its po sitio n o n the principle, the 
bill was g rabbed up and sho ved 
thro ug h in a hurry . 
By then the mere autho riza­ 
tio n was unimpo rtant. The im­ 
po rtant part o f the bill was that 
which pro hibited federal tax es 
o n back salaries and inv ited the 
states to recipro cate by no t tax ­ 
ing back salaries o f federal em­ 
plo y es. 
The idea was that it 
wpuld be unfair to nick a state 
^ federal emplo y e fo r 3 y ears o f 
■ wick tax es. 
Salaries fo r 1939 
wo uld be tax ed. 


Bo nd Ang le Hinted 
But even mo re impo rtant, the 
co urt rev ersal o n the m atter o f 
tax ing salaries acted as a bro ad 
lint that if a test case sho uld be 
bro ug ht, the co urt also wo uld 
permit the federal and state g o v- 
:rnm ent to tax the inco me fro m 
ach o ther’s bo nds. In previo us 
decisio ns it has fo rbidden this as 
a trespass upo n the dual so ver­ 
eig nty o f the two wing s o f g o v­ 
ernment.
